elaborate  affairs  as  those  of  to-day— In  on< 
of  the  word— bnt  In  many  otbei 
were  more  enthusiastic,  and  th  par 
tlclpant.  more    heartily  enjoyed  them- 
selves.  One  reason  may  have  be  eu  be- 
inse  of  the  variety  of  those  occasions. 
A  parly  In  Cohasset  In  1770  was  a  grand 
affair.     The  tronhle.  with  the  mother 
country  had  not  then  assumed  any  alarm- 
ing proportions— ond  all  were  still  loyal  to 
King  George,  "God  Bless  Him." 

Tre  villagers  little  thought  lhat  so  soon 
waa  war  to  devastate  the  country,  aud  be 
felt  even  to  Ihe  remotest  sections.  Iso- 
lated from  the  larger  towns,  Cobossot  was 
thrown  npou  Its  own  resources  In  mauy 
wnys,  and  on  occasional  gathering  was  an 
affair  of  much  pleasure  to  all.  Such  a 
gathering  a*  thl.  we  have  In  mind, at  which 
all  tbe  prominent  families  In  Cohasset 
and  It*  "suburb."  were  represented. 

At  an  old  house  still  standlug  In  Cohas- 
set, passed  aud  re-paaaed  dnlly  by  many 
of  onr  lawns  peoplo,  a  party  was  given 
over  one  hundred  years  ego.

It  is  also  proposed 
to  take  large  numbers  to  the  West 
Rosbury  Park  (containing  five  hun- 
dred acres),  which,  with  its  delightful 
scenery,  beautiful  groves  and  Invigo- 
rating air,  proved  a  pleasant  resort 
last  year  to  those  who  live  in  crowded 
tenement v  There  can  certainly  be 
no  more  economical  way  to  refresh 
and  cheer  those  who  need  and  are 
worthy  of  «uch  charity.  Thirty  dol- 
lars will  meet  tM  eipensc  of  convey- 
ing one  hundred  per»on»  to  iM  park, 
and  providing  an  ample  collation.

I  would 
aot  say  a  word  In  favor  of  this  If  f  thought 
It  wonld  In  U10  least  Interfere  with  the 
harbor  of  refuge  on  the  otlior  sldo  ef  Bos- 
ton. Th  ■  harbor  at  Rockport  Is  In  refer- 
ee to  vessels  going  eoatwnrd  from  Bos- 
n  to  Maine  nnd  the  Provinces.  ThU 
Scitunto  is  in  reference  to  vessels  gelng 
aoathwnrd  from  Boston. 

Inasmuch  »s  tho  Government  hai 
ready  appropriated  $27,500  In  the  last  three 
years  for  this  work,  I  fail  to  see  why  the 
qncstien  before  us  is  not  this:  rhothcr 
this  work  ohall  be  entirely  abandoned 
rather  thnu  to  make  a  small  approprlath 
to  continno  It-  I  should  like  to  osk  for 
$10,000,  the  oamo  as  was  appropriated  two 
or  Ihrecyearsagu.

Si^aRK  Storm. 
One  of  the  most  severe  and  de- 
structive storms  which  has  ever  visit- 
ed this  vicinity,  burst  upon  us  lft.«t 
Wednesday  noon,  and  continued 
throughout  the  day  and  the  following 
night. 

The  storm  began  In  the  form  of  a  very 
severe  tempest.and  for  over  an  hour.the 
thunder  and  lightning  were  almost 
incessant  and  the  rain  and  hail  fell  in 
torrents. 

The  streets  and  sidewalks  were 
badly  washed  in  some  places.the  grav- 
el washing  entirely  out  and  leaving 
nothing  but  the  stone-road  bed. 

The  damage  to  property  by  light- 
ning was  considerable.bul  no  persons 
were  seriously  injured.  The  new 
house  on  Jerusalem  Road,  just  com- 
pleted for  Mr.  Anthony  Clark  received 
most  damage  of  any  building.  The 
bolt  entered  the  roof  a  few  feet  below 
the  ridge  pole  making  a  hole  large 
enough  for  a  man  to  enter,  passed 
downward  through  four  rooms 
cellar,  tearing  down  the  plastering 
and  blistering  the  woodwork.  On 
the  second  story  the  bo't  seemed  to 
divide  into  distinct  currents,one  pass- 
ing out  through  the  side  of  the  build- 
ing, and  tearing  out  a  window  frame 
and  a  few  clapboards.  The  damage 
will  fall  in  the  vicinity  of  $100. 

At  the  house  owned  by  Mr.  Daniel" 
Tower  and  occupied  by  Conductor 
Edw.  Davis,  of  the  South  Shore 
Freight  train,  on  Pleasant  street,  a 
bolt  entered  the  chimney  and  passed 
through  into  the  cellar.  The  damage 
here  is  not  serious.  M r.  Davis'  child 
was  stunned  by  the  shock  and  its  flesh 
turned  completely  black  for  a  short, 
time.  A  large  apple  tree  on  land  belong- 
ing to  E.  E.  Ellms  on  James'  lane  was 
struck  and  completely  destroyed 
large  birdhouse  on  Mr.  C.  James 
Pratt's  premises  was  struck  and  < 
molished. 

At  Z.  Rich's  carp  nter  shop 
Summer  street.the  chimney  was  stn 
and  somewhat  rattled  but  no  scri 
damage  was  done. 

The  house  on  Margin  street.belong- 


siderably  shattered  in  the  house  .and 
had  it  not  been  occupied  the  building 
would  undoubtedly  have  burned.  At 
Ihe  house  of  Manuel  P.Vahneon  Mai- 
gin  street,  a  bolt  entered  a  window, 
burned  the  floor  and  passed  out  again 
1  rough  a  door.doing  no  serious  dam- 
re  to  the  building.    Mrs.  Valine  was 
indcred  insensible  for  a  few  mimutes 
by  the  stroke,  but  not  seriously  in- 
jured.   On  Scituate  neck,  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  Henry  Mott  and  Mr.  O. 
E.  Madden  were  sttuck  and  consider- 
ably damaged. 

Five  of  Ihe  buildings  struck  were 
insured  in  'he  Cohassct  Mutual  office, 
viz.,  those  of  Anthony  Clark  (also  in- 
sured in  the  Abington  effice),  Z.  Rich, 
Alexander  Litchfield,  M.  P.  Valine 
and  Henry  Mott.  I  he  losses  by  this 
company  are  to  be  settled  at  once.
